He said, in 
substance : The interesting thing in a 
piece of wit is its suggestiveness Make 
the occasion; suggest to pupils; then 
get out of the way and let them do 
the rest. He referred to "Faust" as s 
suggestive poem.

'•Shakespeare as a Moral Teacher" 


was taken up by Dr. Chubb 
He was 


the prince of poetry. He has given us 
apples of gold ar.d dishes of silver. 
England conld better afford to lose all 
tbe wealth of the Indies than to lose 
Shakespeare. He was the soul of daz- 
zling wonders; the expounder of the 
law, that beauty is truth, and truth, 
beauty. His writing is a combina- 
tion of the true and the beautiful. 
He 


is a union of sanity and passion. The 
speaker recited a beautiful little poem 
fom Charles 
K'ngsley's pen. The 


lesson taught in Julius Ctesar is that 
of national conflicts. In Macbeth we 
are taught that evil cannot end in 
good results, but that it must give 
place to virtue. 
Shakespeare lived in 


a period when literary advancement 
was nearing its maximum. He wrote 
30 years and was the richest 'of his 
competitors. Could an immoral man 
continue so long successfully ? He had 
a pure character because he wrote 
pure dramas. He lives because he is 
moral to the core. 


Dr. King came next on tre list with 


"Orthography and Reading" as his sub- 
ject. 
Master the orthography that 


the words need not be thought of 
There are two kinds of reading: the 
subjective and the objective. The sub- 
jective, to get knowledge; the ob- 
jective.to make it clear and suggestive 
to others. To do this the reader must 
forget himself and the words and tbink 
of the idea contained. Have pupils see 
Hamlet before they read it. Describe 
the scenes to them 
It is not how 


much you read but whether it takes 
root. 


THURSDAY AFTEBXOOX. 


The music drill period being; over, 


Dr. Walton appeared before the ins'i- 
tute for the last talk of the week. By 
request,he tooknpthe subject, "Where 
Are We ?" He suggests d that parents 
visit the schools oftener. In his inter- 
esting talk he related the story of tbe 
••little girl in the red dress," adding 
that she had traveled,"down the pike,'> 
like the tramp that followed the tele- 
graph 
poles. 
Her poverty-stricken 


companion arose to prominence, partly 
because of her whole-souled disposi- 
tion. Children love to face the sun- 
shine. 


Dr. Davis gave his fourth talk on 


"Life-relations in Education." Grow- 
ing pains in children about twelve 
tears of age are caused by the acceler- 
ated bone growth, especially of the 
femur, which stretches the muscles too 
much. The large per cent, of the boys 
and girls at 15H years become large 
hearted and take on religious life at this 
time. The time of night for sleeping 
may be different for different members 
of the same family. Every adolescent 
girl should have her morning nap. 
The American women wear shoes with 
soles too thin; the German women pro- 
tect themselves by wearing shoes hav- 
ing soles about one inch thick. The 
giggling girl at the age stated is fitful 
aud not constant. At this age there is 
a necessity for love, because she craves 
sympathy, she has a clinging^nature 


Dr. Chnbbon thesubject "In Berlin" 


presented many good points on life and 
customs in Germany. Oae of the great- 
est defects is having the habit of form- 
ing a conclusion without sufficient 
evidence. Germany is a land of com- 
mercial growth. It is practically with- 
out slums. 
The sanitary conditions 


have been reformed. 
The policemen 


interview every stranger for informa- 
tion concerning himself and relatives 
and his business in their city. 
They 


are good musicians. They have good 
armies. Back of the German bullet are 
brains. There are 22 state universities 
in tLeir country. A permit is required 
of visitors to their public schools. 
Their schools are the pride of their na-

Tbe Constitution :—Dr 
Walton re- 


viewed the circumstances under which 
it was brought about, stating that, 
you should know more history than 
yon are required to teach. Read some 
g-wd work other than the text-book. 
Thomas Jefferson reviewed the decla- 
rations against the king and rearrang- 
ed them into a new document. 
Wash- 


ington declared that it was wrong for 
Virginia, New Jsrsey and other colo- 
nies to levy tax on their own imports. 
It should be central. He further ad- 
vocated the construction of a road 
from the Ohio river to the sea-board by 
way of Cumberland. He put his hand on 
the line of least resistance, and worked 
on it, by first suggesting the more ex- 
pensive route, then the cheaper, which 
the people accepted. 
In the conven- 


tion to rov'sethe Articles of ronfedera- 
t'on there were fi'ty-five men educated 
in tbe colleges and universities of 
England. Tne smill colonies of Mary- 
land, Delaware, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey and Rhode Island ins'stfd on state 
equality; Virginia and the Ii-s3 colo- 
nies favored proportional represeata- 


Dr. King spoke on "Poetry". Poetry 


is not poetry because it rhymes. When 
that which is lowly makes you think oi 
that which is high it is poetry. Shakes- 
peare conld put a big idea into a little 
word. He spoke out for freedom. 
The 


speaker pronounced Rudyard Kipling 
the soothsayer of the present century 
His readings from Shakespeare were 
the most vivid word pictures. Shakes- 
peare knew that a smile and a tear are 
very closs together. 


TUOBSDAY EVESISO. 


Gen. John B. Gordon lectured on, 


"The Last Days of the Confederacy.'' 
The experience of the speaker, sur- 
rounded by noted historical associations 
makes the lecture real. His wit, humor, 
personal magnetism and bursts of ora- 
tory completely captivated his audi- 
ence. Scoresof theoldboysinbluewere 
not content with hearing,but after the 
lecturer had ceased talking, crowded 
around, eager to grasp the hand of 
their opponent during the days of 
'61 "65. This noble patriot, ever loyal 
to his convictions, must be recognizsd 
as one of the great conciliators of the 
spirits wounded by the fray. 
It is 


held by many as being the grandest 
lecture of its kind ever delivered here 
before a representative audience.

Out of respect to the teachers who 


died the past year.Prof. D C. Stunkard 
spoke of Miss Mary Hughes and Miss 
Arvilla Diehl; Prof. Roudabush, of 
David GrifHth Superintendent Wright, 
of Miss Ida Harlow. Prof. C. J. Potts 
made a short address. It is the teach- 
er's business to inspire and direct. 
He spoke also of Miss Diehl and Miss 
Harlow in a. most touching way. 


Dr. Davis was called to the platform 


for a talk on "Life-relations in Edu- 
cation." During the adolescent period 
the sense of right and wrong is highly 
•1evelop°d. Don't shame a boy before 
his companions 
You may make a 


criminal of him : Honor him and you 
make him a noble man. The boy, like 
the girl at fifteen, is dominated by new 
hopes, ambitions, dreams and longings, 
nften so great as to overcome the boy 
Don't read love notes of pupils before 
the school. It is a moral thing to be 
a manly athlete ; it teaches tbe boy to 
respect right and wrong. One must 
receive his general culture while in 
the adolescent period, for it is the 
time of preparation. 
It is the time 


for synthetic judgment ; he must see 
the relation of things. 
This is the 


time for character building. The best 
that education can give to a young 
man is to create in him a desire to 
live up to his ideal. 


The discussion by Dr. Chubb, on 


'•Fulness of Life," followed. 
When 


a child is born it is practically blind. 
Some men never seem to live above the 
life of a plant or a caterpillar. 
Man's 


pre-eminence above plants consists in 
an all-round development. 
Stand 


upon your individuality ; be unwilling 
to exchange places with any one else, 
even though it were possible. 
You 


can grind out your soul-life by continu" 
ally grinding out mechanical facts. 
Man to do his best teaching must be 
out among the people ; he must be a 
student of men as well as of books. 
The main business of life is the devel- 
opment of your own individuality. 
One should have a life object in view 
around which all else can cluster. 


Dr. King being last on the pro- 


gramme for the forenoon spoke on 
"Analysis of Ideas and Thoughts." He 
recited "Those Evening Bells"- and 


"One 
Sweetly Solemn Thought." 


PKIDAY AFTEKSOON. 


Dr. King appeared f or -bis-*final- ad- 


dress and spoke upon the subject of 
'Bioks and Their Secrets " Any poem 
that rises in the realms of art will live 
forever. 
Little Boy Blue by Eugene 


Field was referred to as a rare treas- 
ure, and he described it in such a way 
as to make it a vivid picture of real 
life. 
"The Bells" was so read as to 


show clearly that in the poem are rep- 
resented childhood, youth and old age. 
He explained how Shakespeare's writ- 
ings are based on the Bible; also that 
McClelland means son of a farmer; 
King Lear, mad king. 
King Lsar 


represents Shakespeare's thought that 
any oue is a king who has three 
daughters, viz , the intellect, emotion 
and the will. A book that is worth 
reading but once is not worth reading 
at all. Every teacher should read some 
good book at least one-half hour every 


Career of the Senior Editor of the Holll- 


diyibnrg "Rcgliter " 


• David Over, senior editor of the Hol- 


lidavsburg Befffsfer, died at his home in 
Hollidaysburg on December 21. 
The 


deceased was a son of John and Cather- 
ine (Zi'linirer) Over and was born on 
April 5,1825, ii Bedford. The ances- 
try of the Over family can be traced 
back to 1718, when two brothers of 
that name left'their German home near 
the Rhine to locate in the new world 
They settled near Lancaster and be- 
came the progenitors of a numerous 
family. 
John 
Over 
(father) 
was 


born in Franklin county, removed 
to 
Bedford 
about 1830 and lived 


at this place until his death iu 
1857, at the age of sixty-three years 
His wife, Catherine Zbllinger, died 
in 1S73, in her seventy-fourth year 
They were members of the Reformed 
church. 
To their union eight chil- 


dren were born. 


David was born and reared in Bed- 


ford and received an education in the 
public schools of this town. After 
leaving his stndies he served au ap- 
prenticeship at the printing trade 
When the Mexican war broke out he 
enlisted in Company L, Second Penn- 
sylvania regiment, and marched away 
to join the army of Scott. He fought 
in the prominent battles of that war, 
was in the column that stormed the 
heights of Chapultepec and was with 
the array of occupation of the capital 
city of the enemy. 


Mr. Over was an Odd Fellow for 


fifty-one years. 
He joined Bedford 


lodge in 1849. 
He became a mem 


ber 
of Hollidaysburg 
lodge, No. 


119, on March 13, 1872, and was sub- 
sequently exalted to patriarchal rank 
in the order. 


To him was accorded the rare dis- 


tinction of election to the offices of

Her career as a 


teacher w«s one of marked success, pos- 
sessing rare energy and skill as an instrur- 


day. He said that James G. Elaine 
cheated him because Elaine asked all 
the questions while visiting his school. 
In meeting a man you either get him 
or he gets you. 
Before leaving the 


floor Dr. King imitated the bee, the 
sleigh-ride and the sawyer. 


Dr. Davis concluded his discourse on 


"Life-relations in Education." We are 
what we are by the functioning of the 
law of imitation; we love to be like 
our fellows. The boy that reads of 
famous men who smoke is in danger 
of becoming a smoker. There is more 
in teaching than in teaching the 
branches prescribed. 
It remains for 


me to thank you for the kind attention 
given me during the week.

Dr. Chubb was called upon for"Cloa-

treasurer of two counties. Iu 1856 he 
was elected treasurer of Bedford coun- 
ty, on the American ticket. In 1886 
he was elected treasurer of Blair coun- 
ty. In the management of these offices 
he gave satisfaction to his constituents 
in both counties. He also served on 
the stafl of the sergeant-at-arms dur- 
ing one term of congress. In bis edi- 
torial career he had charge of three 
prominent country newspapers of the 
state. In 1850 he purchased aud as- 
sumed editorial charge of the Bedford 
Inquirer, which paper he successfully 
conducted for fourteen years. He had 
charge of the Lewistown Gazette for 
one year. In 1868 he removed to Holli- 
daysbnrg and became the editor and 
senior proprietor of the Hollidaysbnrg 
Register. Some years ago he resigned 
the burdens of newspaper work in 
favor of his sou, Francis J. Over. 


la 1880 Mr. Over was a delegate to 


the national Republican convention at 
Chicago and there advocated the can- 
didacy of General Grant for a third 
term of the presidency. He was one 
of the 300 delegates who received med- 
als of honor for standing by the hero 
of Appomattox in that historic conven- 
tion. M. S. Quay and Christopher Ma- 
gee also received medals. 


In 1853 he was united in marriage to 


Elmira Farqnhar, a daugher of Will- 
iam N. Farquhar, of Bedford. 
To 


them was born a family of six chil- 
dren, two sons and four daughters:

Two 


children are dead. Mr. Over was a 
stalwart Republican. 
He has advo- 


cated and aided many public and pri- 
vate enterprises and fulfilled the duties 
of good citizenship. 


The funeral services were held Sun- 


day afternoon and were conducted by 
Rev. Dr. D H. Barren, pastor of the 
Presbyterian 
church, Hollidaysburg. 


Hollidaysburg Lodge No. 119, I. 0. of 
0. F., attended the funeral. At tbe 
grave in the Presbyterian cemetery 
after the solemn and impressive cere- 
monies ofthe lodge, Company C, of 
Hollidaysburg, rendered the honors of 
war to the dead veteran.

Within the past two months organi- 


zations have been formed in various 
parts of the city for the purpose of 
attacking gambling houses, low dives, 
houses of ill fame, and, in short, vice 
in every form. The new evangels go 
into the fight with the Gcdspeed of all 
good people. That vice can be wholly 
eradicated is not to be believed; the 
social evil 
will 
doubtlessly 
exist 


wherever the tenement house becomes 
a general form of domestic life among 
our people. You may live in a house 
for ten years and not know who your 
neighbor is. This is one of the most 
difficult points you have to meet. You 
go to the police office and complain 
about what you think of your neigh- 
bor. The question is then put to you, 
"What do you know?'' 
And if you 


answer under oath, as you undoubted- 
ly will have to do, you will answer, 
"Nothing." 


To give you an idea of the rottenness 


of our present police system, we will 
take the case of the beautiful Bronx 
park. The police have divided this 
property and they lease out to ped- 
dlers the privilege of selling their 
wares on the inside of the park, the 
peddlers paying from ten cents to one 
dollar per week for the privilege inside 
the park limits.

Hn-iv NlBKirii Wears the Rack. 


All who Lave been to Niagara know 


that the cataract is divided by Goat Is- 
land, the larger portion of the fall be- 
ing «n the Canadian side of the river. 
This part is known as the Horseshoe 
fall and was so named because years 
ago it was identical with a horseshoe 
in shape. A few years ago a V shaped 
break occurred toward the New York 
Bide, and since then other changes have 
taken place, until today the Horseshoe 
fall Is more like its original form, but 
clearly shows the effects of the wear- 
ing of the waters. 


Many people fail to see how the falls 


wear the rod; away, and this is a little 
mystery until the exact conditions are 
realized. The ledge of rock over which 
the water of both the American and 
Horseshoe falls flow is of hard Iftne- 
stone. It is all of 00 feet thick and 
naturally very heavy. Underneath this 
ledge of limestone there are the shales 
of the Niagara locality. This soft rock 
is many feet thick. 
The rock of the 


Horseshoe fall is unprotected, and 'as 
the water falls over the precipice and 
boils in the river below it washes away 
the soft shale beneath the limestone, 
so that the limestone is left in sheflike 
form, projecting far out into the gorge. 
Observant visitors to the falls have no 
doubt noticed this condition. 


In the course of time the shale foun- 


dation of the limestone ledge is exca- 
vated to such a point that the unsup- 
ported ledge breaks away by its own 
weight, and the crest line of the Horse- 
shoe fall recedes so much 
farther. 


Then the water attacks the newly ex- 
posed shale, and in time the process 
outlined is repeated. This has been go- 
ing on for centuries, and it will con- 
tinue until the falls of Niagara are uo 
more.—Philadelphia Record.

empire, the custom of wearing them 
having been handed down from time 
immemorial. 
Usually made of jade 


stone, the Chinese arm ring of today 
Is of one invariable shape. 
It looks 


like a large martineale. 


The Chinese word for jade is ngook- 


seu and for jade arm ring or bracelet 
ngook-al;. The custom in China is to 
place the bracelet on a young man's 
arm just before the hand stops grow- 
ing. 
A tight fit Is usually secured, and 


once placed the amulet arm ring is 
worn throughout life. At death, if the 
bracelet has proved a lucky one and 
if there is a son whom it will Dt. the 
boues in the old man's hand are bro- 
ken and the bracelet removed.

The Tobacco Flnrorer H»» Short 


Hour* anil Drawn Big Par. 


"A high grade position of which but 


little is known, except to the trade," 
observed a prominent tobacco manu- 
facturer to a Washington1 Star reporter, 
"is what is known as the 'flavorer,' the 
man who is responsible for the flavor 
of all the grades of goods made and 
who sees to it that the flavor Is kept 
the same year in and fear out. It mat- 
ters not where the tobacco that goes in 
them comes from or the conditions un- 
der which it has grown. Of course to- 
bacco manufacturers endeavor to use 
the same kind of tobacco all the time, 
but circumstances at times render this 
impossible. 


"As an illustration, our company had 


bought ap and stored away enough to- 
bacco to make up all our brands of 
smoking tobacco and cigarettes for the 
year, wben all of a sudden, our store- 
houses were destroyed by fire, and our 
stock went out of existence. 
There 


was no more tobacco of that particular 
grade to be bought, and we were driv- 
en Into new fields. The tobacco being 
raised on a different soil and being 
slightly different as *<ar as seed and 
stem were concerned, the flavor was 
also different. 
Smokers, and chewers 


as well, insist on the same flavor all 
the time. 


"Here Is where the flavorer comes In. 


By his art and skill he can make to- 
bacco that grows on low lands taste 
and smell the same as that grown on 
high hinds. 
He can make tobacco 


grown during a dry season take the 
same flavor as that grown during the 
rainy season. Tobaccos grown at dif- 
ferent ends of the same state or in dif- 
ferent states are by his treatment the 
same, as far as the consumer is con 
cerned. 
He draws big money; but. 


though be comes high, as the traveling 
show companies say, 'we must have 
them.' 


"As may be imagined, there are not 


many who are competent to do the 
work, and as a result they range in 
salaries all the way from SS to Slf> per 
day of about one hour's actual work. 
They are employed, however, but about 
nine months In each year."
